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Rail crossing safety improvements considered

Improvements to a Cl’ rail crossing on the outskirts of 
Didsbury are being considered after concerns forced a 
safety review earlier this fall. 

Town officials are investigating funding options for 
crossing illumination and an automated warning system 
at Mile 0.34 Shantz Subdivision and Range Road 2.0. 

“We will be looking at putting forward an application 
early in the New Year,” said Didsbury Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Numerous accidents, at least one death, and many near 
misses with trains have occurred at the crossing over the 
years. 

The single-track crossing is presently only equipped 
with Standard Reflectorized Crossing Signs (SR('S). 

According to a Transport Canada official, overall visibil¬ 
ity at the crossing is a concern and its location in relation 
to another crossing and the landfill turnoff poses issues. 

“The close proximity of the Red Deer Subdivision cross¬ 
ing and the landfill site can result in driver confusion and 
distractions. Driver expectation and attentiveness can 
also be an issue because 
the Red Deer Subdivision 
crossing is equipped with a 
warning system and this 
crossing only has signs," 
noted Ralph Dooley, 

Transport Canada signal 
systems officer in a letter to 
the town. 

In September, Didsbury 
and Mountain View County 
officials met with represen¬ 
tatives from CP Rail and 
Transport Canada at the 
crossing site to conduct a 
safety review. 

According to Dooley, the 
parties all agreed that as a 
result of many factors 
including high road speeds, type of road, and proximity, 
the installation of an automated warning system would be 
a further improvement to the level of safety at the cross¬ 
ing and should be considered. 

According to the Transport Canada review, it was found 
that the CP crossing’s surface was in poor condition and 
the railway would have it repaired. 

This was the only responsibility the railway would have 
and any signs or lights put up would be the responsibility 
of the county or town. 

Transport Canada will consider an application for fund¬ 
ing for the trail illumination mid the installation of an 
automated warning system under the Grade Crossing 
Improvement Program, according to Dooley. 

Wittal said because the crossing lies in the area 
Didsbury is annexing from Mountain View County, the 
application would most likely be made by the town. 

Wittal said he had been in discussions with suppliers to 
discuss the cost of safety signs and lights. Rough esti¬ 
mates peg the cost at around $100,000. 

“I am still going to talk with the county,” Wittal said, 
adding he would like to see if the county would be willing 
to put some funding into the project. 

Wittal explained that town offficials hail hoped to hear 
by the end of this year whether the annexation had been 
completed. “(But) the annexation doesn’t limit us from 
putting in an application." 

Wittal did stress, “everything has to meet rules, regula¬ 
tions ;uid requirements" and that was the main priority.

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Life-saving device for bus

A life-saving device may soon be on board the Didsbury 
and District Community Bus. 

The community bus association is raising funds for an 
automated external defibrillator to be installed on the bus 
for use in emergency situations. 

“We just got word last week that the county would 
approve us funding for it,” said Bea Niedersteiner, com¬ 
munity bus trip co-coordinator. 

Mountain View County has approved a $1,000 contribu¬ 
tion towards the purchase of an AEI) for the bus. 
Association officials say an exact cost for the device has¬ 
n’t been determined as it depends on which model is cho¬ 
sen. 

Mountain View County deputy reeve Kathy Blain 
expressed her support for the contribution, adding she 
felt it was for a great cause. 

“I’d like to see the county make the effort to supply a lit¬ 
tle bit of funding towards this,” said Blain. “What cost can 
you put on saving a life?” 

Niedersteiner said that although there haven’t been any 


cardiac arrest incidents on the bus where the life-saving 
shocking device could have been used, she said she felt 
that it was better to l>e safe than sorry. 

“We had a gentleman from the fire department conn- 
talk to us and he said that they (AEDs) are everywhere 
and they save lives," she said. 

Niedersteiner said tin- bus is well used by a variety of 
groups. 

“The bus is busy all the time with seniors, hockey 
teams...you name it...(there are) so many different peo¬ 
ple we transport, that was why we made the request for 
it." 

AEDs are becoming more commonplace in public 
places, especially in Didsbury. Defibrillators are also 
located at the 5-0 Club and the arena. 

Niedersteiner said the community bus drivers have 
taken safety courses and would be taking more once the 
defibrillator arrives. 

“We have many courses and will have more courses 
available," she said adding that these safety courses 
would be available to the general public and more infor¬ 
mation would be made available when courses are con- 
finned. 


Nielson elected as CWB director 


Olds-area farmer defeats opponent by 26 per cent of vote

Local farmer Jeff Nielson 
was elected to the board of 
directors of the Canadian 
Wheat Board for District 2 
last week, defeating Ohaton 
farmer Gerald Pilger. 

“I’m very pleased and it’s 
just a clear sign that pro¬ 
ducers in District 2 here 
once again reaffirmed their 
decision that they really 
support choice and want 
marketing freedom,” he 
said. 

Nielson will lx- working to ensure that the farmers have 
a choice in either marketing their products through the 
CWB or other methods. 


“I’ll be focused on working on the harley issue,” Nielson 
said, noting that for the past several years barley produc¬ 
ers have endorsed choice in marketing their product 
rather than the CWB monopoly. In June, a surv ey of farm¬ 
ers conducted by the CWB showed that 41 per cent of 
farmers want dual marketing choice in barley while a fur¬ 
ther 26 per cent want an open market. 

“Producers are saying we need to have a stronger con¬ 
tractual relationship with our maltsters. If our barley is 
accepted we know well in advance what we can get for 
that barley. We’re running mgjor businesses here and we 
need to have all the strengths and all the tools in the tool¬ 
box . . . when we’re dealing with this,” he said. 

Nielson defeated Pilger by roughly a 27 per cent margin, 
gaining 6!) per cent of the 2,379 ballots that were cast. 

Nielson runs a 1,350-acre canola, barely and wheat 
operation southeast of Olds. 

Nielson replaces Innisfail-area farmer Jim Chatenay as 
the District 2 director. Chatenay had served the past 10 
years as the District 2 representative.

A Didsbury animal abuse case that has 
garnered international media attention 
and outraged animal rights activists for 
more than two years is scheduled to 
conclude this week with the sentencing 
of a second person in the case. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, 21, pleaded 
guilty earlier to a charge of animal cru¬ 
elty and obstruction of 
justice. He is scheduled 
to be sentenced by Judge “/ W3H 
Ian Kirkpatrick on Dec. / HdSket

ing when the accused Ulam 

parted ways with his first COUHS 

lawyer and when he tried 
unsuccessfully to have TAMA 

the guilty pleas thrown 
out. 

Haskett and a young 
offender were charged after a Lab-collie 
cross named Daisy Duke was found 
severely injured on a Didsbury street in 
October 200(i. 

The dog, which had been dragged 
behind a vehicle, suffered injuries that 
were so severe it had to be put down. 

In an agreed statement of facts, 
Haskett admitted that he and a young 
offender decided to kill the dog, a 
Haskett family pet, after the young 
offender inadvertently ran it over with 
his car. 

The pair admitted placing a plastic bag 
over the animal’s head. When it resisted, 
they duct-taped its mouth and legs.

After the young offender struck the 
animal with a shovel, the pair agreed the 
young offender would drag the animal 
by the tow rope behind a car. 

The animal’s injuries included a frac¬ 
tured skull, pelvis, lumbar spine, severe 
abrasions, and profuse bleeding. 

Prosecutor Gordon Haight says 
Haskett should be jailed for between 
three and five months, and prohibited 
from owning animals.

Defence lawyer Alan 
A CHANEY Pearce has called on 
mol activist .Judge Kirkjmtrick to 
impose a conditional sen¬ 
tence order, which would 
see the accused serve a jail sentence in 
the community. 

Tamara Chaney - who spearheaded a 
112,000 name animal rights petition in 
response to the Daisy Duke case, a peti¬ 
tion that later went before the House of 
Commons - says Haskett should be 
jailed. 

“I want to see (Haskett receive) a jail 
term and mandatory counselling," she 
said. 

The young offender co-accused with 
Haskett earlier received two years pro¬ 
bation and was ordered to complete 240 
hours of community service after plead¬ 
ing guilty to related charges.

Central Alberta firefighters, police and KMS personnel 
aren't asking for much this Christmas season - only that 
drivers do the right (lung and only get behind the wheel 
when they are sober. 

As the very same people who have to put their own lives 
at tisk to attend drunk driving accidents, these emergency 
workers deserve nothing less from each and every driver 
in this community. 

While December is a time of festivities ;uul celebrations, 
the provincial government has now given the month 
another, darker name: Impaired Driving Awareness Month. 

As part of the month-long awareness campaign the 
province is reminding Albertans of the real life dangers of 
driving while impaired. 

Mon 1 than 110 Albertans wen 1 killed and 1,900 more 
injured in collisions due to impaired driving last year. 
Sadly, similar numbers are expected in 2008. 

With 22 per cent of ;dl fatal collisions involved impaired 
driving and an average of 7,700 people convicted of 
impaired driving in Alberta each year, the need for proac¬ 
tive prevention measures has never been greater. 

Aid not only does dnink driving cause serious injury 
;uid death to drivers and passengers, it also imposes 
tremendous costs on society, including adding great and 
unnecessary financial burdens to the health care system, 
the legal system, insurance companies and the general 
public. 

As they have in past years, law enforcement agents 
throughout Alberta will be cracking down on drunk driv¬ 
ers through enhanced Check Stop programs. And the mes¬ 
sage police are sending out in 2008 Ls simple in the 
extreme: If you drink and drive you are going to get 
caught. 

The bottom line message that drivers should get this sea¬ 
son is that those who choose to drink and drive face not 
only the potential of killing themselves and others, but 
they also face very serious legal, financial, and social con¬ 
sequences. 

Thankfully with just a little common sense drunk-driv¬ 
ing tragedies can be avoided and everyone can eqjoy a 
happy holiday season. In this case, it really Ls easy to do 
the rigid thing. 

When firefighters, EMS personnel and RCMP take the 
time this season to hold charity checkstops and other 
community support events they w ill be showing everyone 
the spirit that makes Christmas great. 

Now it's up to drivers to give those same emergency per¬ 
sonnel everything they deserve this season - and that 
means driving sober.

Our bubble is about to burst

We’ve had it 
pretty good in 
this province. In 
fact, very good. 

We have the 
lowest overall 
taxes in Canada, 


including no sales tax, and as of 
January 1 - no health care premi¬ 
ums. We also have among the high¬ 
est, if not the absolute highest paid 
teachers, doctors, nurses and other 
government employees. We have 
the highest funded health care sys¬ 
tem (although wait lists are about 
average) and school system in the 
entire country on a per capita basis. 

As for infrastructure, Alberta 
outspends every other province in 
Canada. Alberta will spend $8.8 bil¬ 
lion this year on capital, compared 
to Ontario and their 13 million citi¬ 
zens who will spend $7.5 billion. 

Of course this advantage is 
thanks in very large part to the rev¬ 
enues received from oil and gas. 

If you had to put a figure on it, 
you could say that Alberta has a 
$215 billion advantage. 

Or put another way: other 
provinces would need to have a 
$215-billion Heritage Fund of their 
own, kicking out nearly $ 10-billion 
in interest payments each year to 
live like Albertans. 

Unfortunately, what this also 
means is that Albertans also need a 
$215 billion Heritage Fund if we 
want to continue to spend like 
kings, while having the lowest 


taxes in Canada. 

This $215 billion figure was 
recently revealed in a letter 
obtained by the National Post from 
the Alberta Financial Investment 
and Planning Advisory Commission 
(Mintz commission) to Alberta 
Finance Minister, Iris Evans. 

The letter signed by all five mem¬ 
bers of the commission was sent to 
Minister Evans in June (five months 
after they wrote their final report), 
yet was never made public by the 
government. 

It states: “the present value of the 
unfunded liability is estimated to be 
$215 billion dollars (as of the year 
2008). This implies the government 
today would need to hold net assets 
equal to $215 billion if it were to 
maintain existing public services 
and the Alberta tax advantage into 
the future." 

In less technical jargon it basical¬ 
ly says: we’re in deep trouble. 

As of the end of September, the 
Alberta Heritage Savings Trust 
Fund had a balance of $15.8 billion. 
This means that we need to put 
roughly $200 billion into that fund 
today if we want to continue the 
low tax, high spending good times 
tomorrow. 

Unlike the recommendations of 
the Mintz commission report that 
suggests Alberta needs a $100 bil¬ 
lion Heritage Fund by 2030, the 
$215 billion number is not politi¬ 
cized or rounded-off to give 
Albertans an easy to remember tar¬ 
get. 

$215-hillion is the real number we 
need, and it will continue to grow 


each year because it is calculated in 
2008 dollars. 

Considering the Alberta govern¬ 
ment has had the Mintz report since 
January 2008 and this additional 
letter since June 2008, what have 
they been doing to address this very 
serious issue? 

Next to nothing. In fact, less than 
nothing. 

The recently released second 
quarter fiscal update not only can¬ 
celled all plans to put money into 
savings this year, hut eliminated the 
pittance set aside to inflation proof 
the Heritage Fund. This means that 
even if investment markets had not 
tanked recently, the Heritage Fund 
would still be worth less next year 
than it was this year. 

We are actually moving in the 
wrong direction. 

The Alberta government has been 
floating our spending on a bubble 
fortified by oil and gas revenues. 
The thing about bubbles is that they 
eventually burst. And $4()/barrel oil 
is the start of a big crack in this 
bubble. 

Unless the Stelmach government 
begins to understand just how seri¬ 
ous of an issue this is and takes 
action immediately to begin to put 
money into the Heritage Fund, 
Albertans should start bracing for 
severe cuts in government spend¬ 
ing, massive tax increases or a 
return to huge annual deficits. 

Goodbye bubble means goodbye 
Alberta advantage.

Locals help 
‘Warm feet 
for the streets’

Lavone Attwood is doing her part this holiday season 
to keep the feet of those less fortunate a little warmer. 

Attwood has been collecting socks for the ‘Warm 
Feet for the Streets,’ project for close to 10 years in 
Didsbury. 

“I used to live in Calgary (and was a member of The 
Mustard Seed) and when I moved out here 1 wanted to 
still do something for the Mustard Seed without having 
to drive into Calgary all the time.” 

Together with June Scott from Cremona and 
Attwood’s sister Laveme Guertin they came up with 
“Warm Feet for the Streets." 

The Mustard Seed is a non-profit organization that 
works to help out the less fortunate in the inner city of 
Calgary. 

When Attwood first started the project, the response 
was not exactly what she was hoping for. 

“It started out really disappointing...then I perse¬ 
vered," she laughs saying she may have had about five 
pairs delivered in tin* first year. “Then it went up to 15 
and then it was just through word of mouth (that it 
kept growing)." 

Last year’s total that came in was 50 pairs of socks 
and that was the goal Attwood aimed for this year. 
"We’ve got about 1J0 pair this year...I was just 
astounded...my goal was 50," Attwood smiles. 

This year Attwood advertised on the radio that she 
was collecting the socks rather than the usual paper 
insert because she missed the deadline. 

“Usually 1 just put a blurb in the paper...this is better 
I think because it shows the response and the commu¬ 
nity involvement.” 

The town responded overwhelmingly, with the hospi¬ 
tal workers getting together and challenging the differ¬ 
ent units to put together socks. In total the hospital

gloves, deodorant, soap, combs, razors and other 
necessities. Donations from other local residents 
added up to 180 pairs of socks. 

The socks are expected to be delivered on December 
23 in Calgary and Attwood is proud to see the town 
locals get together and donate for a good cause even if 
it isn’t going towards something within the town. 

“They all know they are going to the homeless in 


Calgary...and they all have feelings when they deliver 
them they say it’s the least we can do." 

Attwood also feels that a project like this is great to 
get the whole family involved in getting packages 
together.

There are aromas and visual 
freeze-frames that arise for me with 
the coming of the Christmas season. 

One obvious item in our homes and 
stores is the arrival of the Christmas 
oranges. Either the Mandarin or 
< - w Japanese orange has long been a part 

« ’-i *** * of the Christmas season in my family. 

As a child, 1 recall each of us finding a special orange in 
the toe of our stocking, along with a few hard, sweet can¬ 
dies, mixed nuts and a small toy. 

The acrid scent as my thumbnail dug into that soft orb, 
the stinging residue as it oozed into any cuts, the tingle 
on the tongue as I sucked the stickiness from my fingers, 
and then gently peeled hack the loose rind: it all became 
a carefully observed ritual. 

My elder brother always removed the entire white 
inner layer from his orange sections. It was almost like a 
puzzle, patiently removing strand by strand, without 
bursting the tender skin beneath. Each portion he then 
tasted and digested judiciously: a true connoisseur. 1 
have since watched aghast as others tear into this rare 
treat like ravenous dogs, teeth bared. Our oranges were 
doled out evenly; there weren’t that many to go around. 
Sadly, the joy of experiencing the fruit of the season has 
faded with today’s abundance. 

The Christmas candies that Mom bought for the stock¬ 
ings were special treats too. These were of the candy- 
cane type, rock-hard, with stripes or floral designs in the 
middle. They soon left small cuts on the tongue, a good 
indication that we’d had enough. 

My grandmother had a favourite fudge recipe that she 


prepared at Christmastime. I made it with her many 
times and later for my own children. 

It never turns out exactly the same. The recipe is a 
short list of ingredients, with simple instructions that say 
“boil till softens and makes a soft ball" That tells you a 
lot! You are expected to know to remove a little with a 
spoon and drop it into a cup of ice water. Then you stick 
your fingers in the ice water and try to form a soft ball— 
how soft? How long should that take? The next instruc¬ 
tion says “remove from fire.” I know Grandma cooked 
over a wood-burning stove. Wbat temperature would that 
translate to with my electric stove? I also know to stir 
constantly; a novice will likely end up with a scorched or 
hardened mass of chocolate in the bottom of the pan. I 
know too that she always began with a large, heavy 
saucepan. 

Of course, none of this information is included with the 
recipe. My grandmother had little education and like 
many cooks of her generation, measured by the pinch, 
handful or “size of an egg" terminology. If they were 
asked how much of a certain ingredient to use, the 
response was “just enough” or “until it feels right.” 

That generation learned their cooking skills at their 
mother’s elbow with close verbal directions. They 
learned by experience and repetition and that was all 
they needed to know. 

My mother, with six hungry farm kids, seemed to be 
always mixing up bread dough or baking pies and cook¬ 
ies. I remember a frequently offered cookie called jam- 
jams. It had soft, brown sugar dough that Mom fancied 
up with great imagination. A few chocolate chips, 
pressed into each cookie, not dumped wastefully into the 
whole batch, made a great treat. Sometimes these cook¬ 
ies appeared in the form of thimble cookies—a 


thumbprint hollow in each filled with homemade jam. 
Another version included a few chopped dates for variety 
and extra softness. 

Mom also made a crisp sugar cookie, which she rolled 
thin and then let us cut shapes into the dough; we had a 
collection of metal cookie cutters. I recall a Christmas 
tree, a candy cane and possibly Santa Claus. Always, in 
Mom’s kitchen, there was a lot of loved stirred into the 
mixture. 

Everyone had their own traditions for Christmas. We 
had visited with a family in the Brooks area who intro¬ 
duced us to an old-fashioned taffy pull. They made a huge 
pot of taffy, soft and buttery and we all got into stretch¬ 
ing and shaping the sticky, sweet mass. With their seven 
kids and our six it had to go a long way. 

One of my Peace River neighbours included me and my 
boys in making a gingerbread cookie from her Mennonite 
tradition, quite different from mine. The dough was rich 
and heavy and the entire family rolled long strips, about 
the width of a thumb. The process reminded me of the 
plasticine snakes we used to create in grade school. 
These thick cords were cut into small candy-sized pieces 
and baked. They emerged hard and sweet. Dawn’s cul¬ 
ture gave these tidbits the name pepper nuts and they 
were eaten like candy. 

Other friends recall special sweet breads or pies made 
only for holiday celebrations. One household produces a 
nuts and bolts mixture; one always had homemade 
caramel com with pecans. 

Whatever the treat, the memories and bonds formed in 
childhood at the kitchen counter and around the family 
table leave an indelible imprint on each of us. Hopefully 
we in turn pass on some of that tradition and a whole lot 
of love. 



Christmas ball tradition endures 


The first Alsatians to decorate a Christmas tree did 
so with apples. The tree symbolized the Garden of 
Eden and they would recreate the famous scene where 
Adam and Eve bite into the fruit. 

However, one year, the harvest was so meagre that 
sacrificing precious food was out of the question. 

To keep the tradition going, a glassblower replaced 
the apples with apple-sized glass balls. The tradition of 
Christmas balls was born. From there, the custom 
spread across Europe. 

The best artisans would try to outdo each other. 
Blown glass balls, hand painted balls, or balls covered 
in lace, the imagination and the styles were endless. 

Subsequently, other decorations were added to the 


Christmas tree. Sweets, shortcakes, candles, dry fruit, 
nuts, small toys, and any bright objects were used to 
fill the branches. A large 1 star was also placed at the 
top of the tree 1 to epitomize the Star of Bethlehem that 
guided the Wise Men to Baby Jesus. 

Today, Christmas tree decorations are 1 no longer edi¬ 
ble. However, the big stores, just like the ancient arti¬ 
sans, rival each other to offer the most beautiful and 
original decorat iifns 

Many centuries after its creation, the Christmas ball 
remains the basis for the most beautifully decorated 
Christmas trees, proving that this tradition is meant to 
endure.
